He had with him a few 
seeds which he planted in the rich 
-oil of the jail yard. Before the 
plants which sprang from the seed 
reached maturity he was discharged, 
and no one knew the nature of 
them. 
They grew luxuriantly, 


bearing fruit of a larg> size and un- 
usual appearance. As this strange 
fruit ripened its color changed from 
green to a brilliant red, and became 
an oDJect of wonder and admiration 
to all the inmates of the jail. Mrs. 
Klinefelter, the lady keeper, cau- 
tioned all the prisoners against eat- 
ing of the fruit, as she was sure it 
was poisonous, and besides planted 
the seed, as she would endeavor to 
preserve specimens of it for him 
should he return in time.

the Bermuda prisoner revisited the 
jail and ajked to see the plant. This 
request granted, he next called for 
pepper, salt and vinegar, and to the 
horror of the good ladjr commenced 
to eat of the supposed poisonous 
fruit with a relish that astonished 
the beholders. After enjoying the 
ntrange repast, he informed Mrs. K. 
that the fruit or vegetable was the 
tomato, or love apple, and it would 
be found wholesome and nutritious, 
The seeds of the remaining tomatoes 
wire carefully preserved and dis- 
tributed among the friends and 
neighbors of the lady, and thus this 
now popular esculent was intro- 
duced into the ancient and goodly 
borough of York. For many years 
thereafter it was cultivated as an 
ornament rather than for table use, 
but by degrees its merits began to 
be more fully understood and ap- 
preciated, and there, as elsewhere, 
it grew into general public favor.

few lines as possible to tell you of my 
trip here. Arriving »t Seligman. Mo , a 
little town of 300 or 400 Inhabitants, about 
80 miles from Eureka Springs, and after a 
hearty dinner we found tbe four-hone— 
mule—hack awaiting OB. The first thing 
we did was to go down as steep a bill as 
'tis possible to imagine, then up and down 
tod through mud holes so deep that 've 
could hardly see the hubs of the hack 
We Classed White ri»ar in one of the 
moat wretched ferry boats 1 ever snw. It 
took one man all bis lima bailing the wa- 
ter out, while the other two with long 
pole* launched us to tbe other side, which 
we were very glad to reach. Leatherwood, 
the largest tributary to White river, we 
crossed twenty-seven limes. The trip 
from Stligmno to Eureka Springs takes 
the lead .of any I ever nude. Well, I am 
»tjthe Springs, and uf all the queer look- 
ing towns! homes built on two or three 
oega, only one edge of the house touching 
the ground, the other from two to twenty 
feet high. The town it built on six or 
seven hills, from 300 to 400 feet in height. 
Eureka Basin Spring, whose waters are 
considered of tbe most virtue, flows from 
the highest hill, probably .400 feet high- 
A continual stream of people flock to and 
from this spring day and night. Tbe 
next famous is the Harding Spring, tbe 
Davy & Johnson, Oil Crescent, Little Eu- 
reka, Arsenic, Dripping, Iron, Sulphur, 
are the moat noted; but there are some 
thirty springs in tbe corporation, all more 
or less noted tor cures—living witnesses 
of which have made their homes near the 
springs that they credit their cures to, 
aid who are always willing and anxious 
to give their ideas as to using the water 
and modea of treatment. In another let- 
ter I will give you more extended partic- 
ulars in regard to the springe, society, etc.

'Hlewild" the Scene of s Bloody Tra«e- 
d»—The Supposed Murderers in Jail.

Soon, after 12 o'clock last night mesaec. 


ten came to the county jail, woke up 
Sheriff Foster, and told him as quickly 
as possible that a probable murder had 
keen committed a short time previously 
at "Idlewild," a house of ill-fame kept 
near tbe water works by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Davis, and that the man shot was John 
Lahey, lately an iron moulder at Peter 
[«eb's foundry. 
Without any .loss of 


time the sheriff at once got out his horse 
and buggy, and at once lit out for the 
scene of the tragedy, accompanied by 
Or. Cass Cuenoweth and Officer W. W. 
Uason. 
When near Imboden Bros.'* 


slaughter house the sheriff met James 


arroll, who was coming towards the city. 


Carroll was at once taken in custody, and 
was marched 
back 
to " IJlcwiid,!1* 


where everything was found in perfect 
confusion—men and women rushiog about 
with a scared look on their faces, the 
women crying and sniffling aa though a 
near and dear relative had climbed the 
;olden stair. Mrs. Davis seemed to be 
iLeMirectress of the ceremonies, and went 
on dreadfully when the sheriff entered 
the room. The cause of the uproar was 
the 
"accident" 
which had befallen 


John 
Lahey, 
one 
of 
the visitors 


at the disreputable establishment. He 
was found on tbe tioor of the room in 
which the crowd had collected, apparent- 
ly in a dying condition. He had been 
shot dangerously near the bowels, and 
appeared to be in great agony. No one 
among the crowd could tell who had fired 
the shot, bat Lahey managed to murmur 
almost inaudibly that either Mrs. Davis 
or James Carroll had shot him. The 
Sheriff's "grip on Carroll tightened, and 
tie immediately began moving about with 


view of capturing Mrs. Davis who 


locked herself up in au adjoining room 
and refused to open the door when bidden 
to do so by the officer. The Sheriff dep; 
utized an inmate of the house to hold Car- 
roll, while he procured a screw driver, 
which he began to use in taking tbe lock 
oif the door. 
While tne officer was thus 


engaged Mrs. Davis made an attempt to 
escape arrest by jumping through awin- 
djw, but as she struck the ground she 
was arrested in her (light by Officer Ma. 
son and Dr. Chcnowcth, who were there 
ready to receive her. She swore like a 
trooper and struggled hard to get out of 
tbe clutches of the men, one of whom was 
struck u hard blow in the face by the 
corpulent female, said blow causing tie 
claret to flow freely. 
Officer Mason fi- 


nally threw Mrs. Davis down and planted 
one of his feet on her neck to kedp her in 
a recumbent position until she bad cooled 
oil sufficiently to obey orders. And while 
all this was going on outside of the 
building tbe mob inside was holding a 
sort of a bawling pow-wow, to the great 
disgust of Sheriff Foster,who finally drew 
his revolver and cleared the room of the 
whole gang. Soon the Sheriff learned 
that Mrs. Davis was corralled and then 
after a short stay in tbe house the officers 
brought the two supposed murderers of 
Labey to the city and lodged theia in the 
county jail. 


TUB PISTOL. 


When in-rested Carroll had a thirty-two 


calibre revolver on his person. Two of 
tUe chambers were empty. The revolver 
is now in possession of the sheriff. Mrs. 
Davis had no deadly weapon about her 
when searched. 


THE WOCRD. 


Lahcy's wound is considered very dan 


c;erous. Thu 33 calibre bullet entered his 
body nt tbe front, j<i«t above tbe apex of 
the stomach and passed through his right 
lung, lodging, it is thought, in the liver. 
He was so weak early this morning that 
it was not. thought best to remove him 
from the house in which he was shot. 
He was placed in a bed in one of the up- 
per rooms, where be is now resting us 
comfortably as can be expected. 


I.AHEY'S DYING STATEMENT: 


The wounded man, who IB a son of 


Patrick Lahey end & brother-in-'.aw of 
Walter Simpson, both of this city, will be 
39 years of age next December. His dy 
ing statement was taken this forenoon by 
K II. Hoby, Esq , who represented the 
stale's attorney. 
The 
statement was 


taken ia the presence of Dr. A. K, Sm 
Marshal Hewoa and Father Kern, and 
sworn to by Labey before Notary D. C 
C'orley. 
In 
the statement 
Lahey 


says that he was at Mrs. Davis' estab- 
lishment last night, and mingled with 
tbe live girls who are there. Soon after 
II o'clock Lahey entered the general sit- 
ting room in company with two of the 
girls. On entering the room Mrs. Davis, 
who was considerably under tbe influence 
of liquor, abruptly ordered Lahey and his 
companions to leave, as she wished to 
talk privately with James Carroll, who 
wus silting near her. There were no oth- 
er occupants of the room at tbe time.— 
Lihcy and the girls did as they were told, 
and went into the adjoining wine room 
Lahey states that in a few minutes be 
returned to the sitting room alone, and 
immediately after he bad closed the door 
behind him a shot was Sred by either 
Mrs. Davis or Carroll, and he received the 
bullet in his body. 'Countering the light- 
ed room the second time tbe only occu- 
pants of the room were Carroll and Mrs 
Davis 
The foregoing is tbe substance 


of Lahey's sworn statement. He had had 
no quarrel with Mrs. Davis, or with any 
of the men or women in the house. Had 
taken a couple of drinks of liquor during 
the evening, b«t claims to have been 
sober when shot. 


I.AHBV'3 PRKSEKT CONDITION. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon Lahey was 


still alive. 
He is in a very critical condi 


tion. Dr. A. R. Small, who is attending 
him during the absence of Dr. Oheno 
wetb, who was called east this morning 
says be entertains no hope of Lahey's 
recovery.

any moment. He ia still conscious, but 
t is quite an effort for him to converse.
